area affected in Florida has seriously handicapped efforts to obtain accu­ 
rate estim ates to the situation and the resulting needs. 
The infromation receiv ed to date from the Red Cross workers 
and 
other sources confirms earlier reports and cleal.v indicates

the Red 
Cross must assume an ex traordinary responsibility for relief measures. 


400 Dead In Florida 
In Florida 400 dead h av e been re­ 
ported.

Events in Missouri were

When the State Con­ 
vention was summoned in February to 
decide Missouri’s relation to the Un 
ion, Stewart, as a delegate 
to 
the 
Convention, declared himself an un­ 
compromising, 
unconditional 
Union 
man. 
To this policy 
he steadfastly 
adhered throughout the remainder of 
the struggle. 
He served as a mem ­ 
ber of the State Convention until its 
tinal 
adjournment 
on 
July 1, 18 63. 
This was the close of his public 
ca­ 
reer. He returned to St. Joseph, where 
he continued the practice of his pro­ 
fession until his death in 18 7 1. Gov­

MORE THAN 100 TEARS OLD 


Holcoimb. Mo.- A ledger, the yel- 
wed pages of which 
su ggest 
the 
sorrow s and tragedies of more than 
a century ago in the rugged hills of 
T ennessee, is in the possession o f R. 
H. H ogue, a m erchant here. 


The ledger, kept by the father of 
Henry A. A pplegate who died 
here 
more than 25 years ago, contains 
in 
its tattered leaves the carefully w rit­ 
ten accounts of a doctor w ho was a l­ 
so a dentist, a merchant, a banker and 
a saloon keeper. 
Hogue found 
the 
book after it had been 
cast into 
a 
rubbish heap by a relative o f Apple­ 
gate 15 years ago. 


T ragedy is portrayed in the meth­ 
odical, painstaking accounts of 
the 
doctor. 
On one yellowed leaf is the 
account of a man who had fallen ill. 
I he ledger tells o f the doctor’s many 
visits to his bedside, with the anno­ 
tation “to one visit and one powder”. 
The illness was long drawn out final­ 
ly it ceased abruptly. 
The man prob­ 
ably died of a malady which the med­ 
ical skill of that time could riot ding 
nose. 


A nother page could not have been 
written after 1918. 
The w riter’s ac 
count 
is 
repeatedly 
c h a rg e d 
with 
“one gallon of whiskey, 
75 
cents”, 
“one-half gallon o f whisky, 38 cen ts”, 
or two gallons o f whisky. $1.59”. His 
w hisky charges cover almost a page. 
Bills for the extracting of teeth by 
the forceps w ithout anaesthetics, set­ 
ting of broken bones, and attending 
at the birth o f children, are scattered 
throughout the book. 
His charges as a physician were: 
M idwifery, $4 to $6; draw ing a tooth, 
25 cents; one dose of medicine, 12% 
cents; one visit, 50 cents; replacing a 
dislocated 
shoulder, $1; 
vaccination, 
$1.

som etim es acted as 
physician 
for the slaves o f white people of that 
vicinity. 


Dr. A pp legate evidently did an ex­ 
tensive business as a merchant,
